No true American consents t * tli.it. 
Then' was but one alternative and thai w.e 
either Spain or the United State.s in the Phil 
ipi.ines. 
The other sugge.stions—first tiiu 
they should be to.ssed into the a-*ena of eon 
lent ion for the strife of nationa;.or, second, b' 
h-ft to the anarchy and chaos of no protector 
ate Hi all. wi re too shameful to be con-iidered. 
The treaty gave them to the United St.itcs 
Could we have rt-imifed less and done on 
liuty V C'ould we, after freeing the Filipino 
from the doniitiation of Spain, havi» left rlieii 
witiiovit government and without power ti 
protect life and proix Tty or to perform die in 
brnational obligations essenti.al to an inde 
pendent state? Could we have left them in ; 
state of anarchy and justified ourselves i» 
•ur own eonscience.s or before the tribuna’ < 1 
mankind? Cuuld we have done that in tin 
Kight of God and man? 
Our concern was not for territory or tradf 
or empire, but for the people whose interest- 
and destiny , without our willing it, had bet>n 
put in our hands. It was with this feeling, 
that from the fir.st day to the la.stnotone w<.rd 
®r line went from the ex ecutiv e in Washnur 
ton to our military and naval commanders a' 
Manila, or to ^ ir peace commissioners a 
Paris, that did not put as the sole purpose t< 
be kept in mind first, after the succeas of ou’ 
arms and the maintenance of our own honor 
the welfare and happiness and the rights o. 
the inhabitants of the Philippine islanils. Di.l 
■we nei*d their consent to perform a great act 
for humanity ? We had it in every a.spiraPo 
of their minds, in every hope of their h e a r ts 
Was it nece.ssary to ask their consent to e ip 
lure Manila, the capital of their islands? Did 
we ask their cons.iiit to liberate them fr<mi 
Spanish sovereignty or to enter Mtmila bti’. 
and destroy the .'Spanish sea power there? W» 
did not asic these: wo werq obey ing a higher 
moral obligation which rested on us and which 
did not require any body 's consent. We w< r 
doing our duty by them with the consent ol 
our ovvn eonscience.s and with the approval of 
eivilization. 
Every present obligation lia- 
b* en met and fullllled in the ex pulsion of 
span sh sovereignty jrom their islands an 
while the war that destroy ed it was in jiror 
ress we could not ask their view.s. Nor cun 
we now ask their consmit. 
It is not a g()o‘d time for the liberator to sub­ 
mit important questions concerning liberi v 
and government to tlie liber.ited while tlic\ 
are engaged in shooting down their rescuers 
We have now ended the war with Spain 
The treaty has been ratified by more than two 
thirds of the .senate of the United States and 
by the judg m i'ntof nine-tenths of ibs peopfe 
The future of the Philippine islands is now 
bi the haiuLs of the American people. Tie- 
whole subject Is now with congress and con- 
gress is the voice, the conscience and the judg 
ment of the American p<*(>pie. Upon their 
judgment and conscience can we not lely ? J 
b<-lieve in them, I trust them. I know of no 
better or safer human tribunal than tin 
p<e>ple. 
Until congreis shall direct otherwise, it wib 
b*‘ the duty of the ex ecutive to poss» *ss aim 
hold the Phili])pines. giving to the peoi» lc 
thereof peace and order and bénéficient gov­ 
ernment, affording them every ouportunity to 
prosecute their lawful pursuits, encouraging 
them in thrift and imiustry . nuiKing th-in 
feel and know that we are their friends, not 
their enemies, that their good is our aim, that 
their welfare is our welfare, but that neith- r 
their aspirations nor ours can be n-aliZKl 
Until oui- authority is acknowledged and un­ 
questioned.

of the Miles court of iii(}uiry held an in­ 
formal conference, and ut its coiiclusion 
Colonel Davis, the recorder, aiinounceii 
that the formal meeling of tiie conn 
would be deferred until today . 
It hau 
not been determiutd, Cijionel DaVi.- 
said, who would be the tirst witness. 
As recorder Colonel Davis has been g et­ 
ting together a list of witnesses who 
will be likely to shed light ou the cnar- 
acter of the food lurnished. 
As General Miles is specitically named 
in the order couveuing the court as 
authority lor the charges it is rather 
ex pected that bis tesiimony will be 
taken iirst as a basis for the subsequent 
inquiry . 
The court has not been in­ 
formed thus far tnat General Miles will 
be represented by counsel, though this 
is his right. 
It was stated that any one 
whose course of action was involved in 
any way had the right to be represented 
by counsel. 
This, It was stated, would permit 
beet concerns as well as any other iirms 
or iudividuuis airectly involved m the 
inquiry to be represented by counsel il 
they saw ht. 
'There was no notice of 
counsel, however, and no legal repre­ 
sentatives were preseijt. 
Ex -Guveruor Woodbury of Vermont, 
one ot the inembi rs ot the war inv esti­ 
gating commis-ion, called while the 
members of the court were in mformal 
conference aud had a long private taik 
with Colonel Davis.

I), 
left to the anarchy and chaos of no protector 
ate at all. were too shameful to he considered. 
The treaty gave them to the United States 
Could we have required less and done nu 
duty? Could we, after freeing the Filipino 
from the domination of Spain, have left then 
without government and without power ti 
protect life and property or to perform the in­ 
ternational obligations essential to an inde­ 
pendent state? Could we have left them in : 
state of anarchy and justified ourselves b 
•ur own consciences or before the tribuna1 < I 
mankind? Could we have done that in tin 
sight of God and man? 
Our concern was not for territory or trad* 
or empire, but for the people whose interests 
and destiny, without our willing it, had been 
put in our hands. It was with this feeling 
♦hat from the first day to the last not one word 
er line went from tho executive in Washing­ 
ton to our m ilitary and naval commanders a: 
Manila, or to d^ir peace commissioners a 
Paris, that did not put as the sole purpose ti 
be kept in mind first, after the success of on- 
arms and the maintenance of our own honor 
♦he welfare and happiness and the rights oi 
♦he inhabitants of the Philippine islands. Did 
we need their consent to perform a great act 
for humanity? We had it in every aspirata* 
of their minds, in every hope of their hearts 
WTas it necessary to ask their consent to cap­ 
ture Manila, the capital of their islands? Did 
we ask their consent to liberate them from 
Spanish sovereignty or to enter Manila ba> 
and destroy the Spanish sea power there? VV* 
did not ask these: we werq obeying a higher 
moral obligation which rested on us and which 
did not require anybody’s consent. We w< r 
doing our duty by them with the consent et 
our own consciences aud with the approval of 
civilization. 
Every present obligation ha- 
bt en met and fulfilled in the expulsion of 
span sh sovereignty J rom their islands an 
while the war that destroyed it was in prog­ 
ress we could not ask their views. Nor can 
we now ask their consent. 
It is not a good tune for the liberator to sub­ 
mit important questions concerning liberty 
and government to the liberated while they 
are engaged in shooting down their rescuers 
We have now ended the war with Spain 
The treaty hasbeen ratified by more than two 
thirds of the senate of the United States and 
by the judgm ent of nine-tenths of its people. 
The future of the Philippine islands is now 
In the hands of the American people. Tie- 
whole subject is now with congress and con­ 
gress is the voice, the conscience and the judg 
ment of the American people. Upon their 
judgment aud conscience can we not lely? I 
believe in them, I trust them. I know of no 
bitter or safer human tribunal than tin 
people. 
Until congress shall direct otherwise, it wilt 
be the duty of the executive to possess and 
hold tho Philippines, giving to the people 
thereof peace and order and beneficient gov

“For many purposes the income of 
these corporations is but another name 
for taxation, to the extent that they 
represent tile government, their de­ 
meanor must bean a government. They 
can no moae discriminate against one 
cititizen as against another than the 
state could impose its taxes upou one 
to the exemption of another. 
"lf they exercise tho right of emin­ 
ent domain, they must also subject 
themselves to the principles of a com­ 
mon carrier. If they occupy our streets 
they must be amenable to the rules and 
regulations of the municipality wherein 
they exist. 
"lf they run pipe lines across private 
property, all parties desiring to avail 
themselves of this public carrier must 
be afforded equal opportunities, or, in a 
word to make myself understood; this 
judiciary building that we erect today, 
in the near future will be called upon to 
dispense justice, to right tho wrongs, to 
reinstate tile liberties of tho individual 
citizen as against the usurped powers 
and rights of certain monopolies. 
"We have loaned to them some of the 
functions of t he government; we have 
given them tile right to lake private 
property lor publio purposes; we have 
permitted them to usurp our franchises 
in the highways, in the rivers aud over 
the bridges; we have permitted them, 
for public purposes, to string wires 
across the country. 
I he beneficent re­ 
sults from this modern system of de^ 
veloping our oouutry and embellishing 
our cities has been, on every hand, ap­ 
plauded, and yet, on the other hand,

of 
this 
sacred trust, these agents of the govern­ 
mental functions bequeathed to them, 
have too oi ten forgotten that these po­ 
tent functions oi government so loaned 
to them, if used, must be justly and

Manila, Feb. IT. —(11:50 a. rn.)—Ex 
Consul of the United States O. F. Will­ 
iams is in receipt of an application from 
a member of the insurgent congress ai 
Malolos for a pass through the Ameri­ 
can lines for a family of 12 persons who 
are desirous of taking refuge in Manila. 
This is regarded as significant, as show­ 
ing that the most intelligent rebels re­ 
alize that their families are safe only 
within American territory. 
With the exception of a few shots 
fired into a small body of rebels, who 
were attempting to a destroy a railroad 
bridge near Caloocan, all has been quiet 
along the line. 
Last night the heat affected the men 
in the open country to some extent, but 
otherwise the health of the troops 
shows a marked improvement since the 
beginning of hostilities. 
Troops K and I of the Fourth cavalry 
encountered the enemy’s scouts Wedues 
day near Parauaque aud exchanged a 
few' volleys with them. During the 
fighting Trooper Wilmer of K troop 
was wounded in the right arni. 
The cruiser Buffalo fired four small 
shells at a part of the enemy which 
t lie cruiser’s searchlight showed to be 
mounting a battery near Parauaque. 
The enemy made no reply and with­ 
drew their guns to Parauaque. 
The steamers Brutus and Romulus 
arrived from Iloilo, but brought no 
later news except that the Americans 
were clearing vessels, thence assuming 
control of tho port. 
The rebels had all 
the records burned before vacatiug the 
town. 
It was rumored that the Filipinos in 
the interior were in sore straits and are 
now quarreling among themselves, but 
it was impossible to confirm these re­ 
ports, as all communication was cut off. 
A large body of the enemy, presum­ 
ably reconnoitering, was discovered ou 
the right of Brigadier General King’s 
position, near San Pedro Macati, Thurs­ 
day morning.

turned out and, after an exchange of 
volleys, the rebels retreated into the 
jungle and disappeared.

Fbe arrival of the presi- 
dent nil train at the south terminal Btu 
tiou was the occasion of a great ow 
burst of enthusiasm from tile thousand? 
of citizens who lined the streets on iii 
line of the procession from the station 
to the hotel. The remainder of the na , 
after the arrival at the hotel was spam 
rn quietude by the president until about 
4urn when lie was escorted to Meehan 
ics hall, to participate in the r Hep* tau 
aud banquet ot tee Home Market club. 
President McKinley in his speech at 
the banquet said in part: 
We hear no com plaint of 
the relation 
created by the war b tween this government 
and t he islands of Cuba and Porte Rico. Then 
are some, however, who regard the Philippine- 
as in a different relation: but, whatever va­ 
riety of views there may be on this phase a 
the question, there is universal agreement 
that tne Philippines shall not be turned bael* 
to Spain. No true American consents t » that. 
There was but one alternative and thai was 
either Spain or the United States in the Phil 
rppines. 
The other suggestions—first tau. 
they .should be tossed into the arena of con 
tent ion for the strife of n ation s:^ , second, b- 
left to the anarchy and chaos of no protector 
Ste at all. were too shameful to be considered. 
The treaty gave them to the United States 
Could we have required less and done on 
iluty? Could we. atta r freeing tho Filipino 
from the domination of Spain, have left then 
without governm ent and without pow er ti 
protect life and property or to perform the in­ 
ternational obligations essential to an mile 
pendent state? Could we have left them in ; 
state of anarchy and justified ourselves ii 
•or own conscience* or before the tribuna’ 1 1 
mankind? Could we have done that in tin 
sight of God and man? 
Our concern was not for territory or trade 
or empire, but for the people whose interest.- 
and destiny, without our willing it, had been 
put in our hands. It was with this feeling 
that from the first day to the last not one word 
ar line went from the executive in Washing­ 
ton to our m ilitary and naval commanders a: 
Manila, or to Air peace commissioners a 
Paris, that did not put as the sole purpose ti 
he kept in mind first, after the success of on- 
arms and the maintenance of our own honor 
the welfare and happiness and the rights ol 
the inhabitants of the Philippine islands. Did 
we need their consent to perform tv great act 
for humanity? We had it in every aspirat e 
of their minds, in every hope of their hearts 
Was it necessary to ask their consent to cap­ 
tor* Manila, the capital of their islands? Did 
we ask their cons int to liberate them from 
Spanish sovereignty or to enter Manila bay 
anil destroy the Spanish sea power there? Wi 
did not ask these; w e werq obeying a higher 
moral obligation which rested on us and which 
did not require any body's consent. We w- r 
doing our duty by them with the consent of 
our own consciences aud with the approval ol 
civilisation. 
Every present obligation ba­ 
boen met and fulfilled in the expulsion ol 
span sh sovereignty jrom their islands an 
while the war that destroyed it was in pro. 
Fess we could not ask their views. Nor can 
We now ask their consent. 
It is not a goiiil tim e for the liberator to sub­ 
mit important questions concerning liberty 
and government to the liber.itini while they 
are engaged in shooting down their rescuers 
We have now ended the war with spain 
The treaty hasbeen ratified by more than two 
thirds of the senate of tho United St ites aud 
the judgment of nine-tenths of its people 
The future of th--Philippine islands is now 
In the hand* of the American people. The 
whole subject is now’ w-ith congress and con­ 
greet is the voice, the conscience and the jttdg 
mi nt of the American people. Upon their I 
judgment and conscience can w’e not lely? J 
believe in them. I trust them. I know of no ‘ 
bitter or safer human tribunal than tin I 
people. 
Until congrats shall direct otherwise, it will 
b** the duty of the executive to possess end 
hold tho Philippines, giving to the people J 
thereof peace and order and beneficient gov­ 
ernment, affording them every opportunity to 
prosecute tneir lawful pursuits, encouraging 
them in thrift and industry, making them 
feel and know that we are their friends, not 
their enemies, that their good is our airn th it •. 
their welfare is our welfare, but that neither ' 
their aspirations nor ours can bi- realized 
until ou>- authority is acknow lodged and un­ 
questioned. 
T hat the inhabitants of the Philippines w-i'.l 
be ben* lited by this republn is my unshaken 
Yielief; th a t they w ill have a kindlier govern 
nient under our gum alice and th at they w ill 
be Hided in every possible w’ay to be self in­ 
specting and self govei ning people i.-, as true ■ 
as that the A p p t can people love liuerty’ and ' 
have an abiding faith in their own govern j 
inent and in their own institutions.

“ It they exercise tho right of em in­ 
ent domain, they must also subject 
themselves to the principles of a com­ 
mon carrier, lf they occupy our streets 
they must be amenable to the rules aud 
regulations of the municipality wherein 
they exist. 
“ lf they run pipe lines across private 
property, ail parties desiring to avail 
themselves of this public carrier mast 
be afforded equal opportunities, or, in a 
word to make myself understood; this 
judiciary building that we erect today, 
in the near future will be called upon to 
dispense justice, to right the wrongs, to 
reinstate tho liberties of tho individual 
citizen as against the usurp'd power* 
aud rights of certain monopolies.

This bill provides 
that all soldiers of the w ar of the re­ 
bellion who were in Confederate prisons 
for SO days or more shall receive 12 a 
day for each day of imprisonment over 
the SO days, and that payment shall end 
their claims upon the government so far 
as the payment for time in the prisons 
•hall be concerned. 
The bill does not
